H luino A d d resses iv M ass M eeting; o f S ol­ 
diers. 
O ld O rch ard (Me.), August 8th.—A 
m onster mass meeting o f veterans, at which 
Blaine was present, was held last evening. 
W hen .Mr. Blaine ascended the steps of the 
stand to address the old soldiers ho was 
greeted with shouts, cheers and cries of 
•• B lainc.our next President." 
He said : 
Gentlemen of tto: Grand Army of Maine: 
I 
thank you for this kindly and cordial greeting. 
This occasion has been one of great pleasure to 
me, in the renewal of old acquaintances and the 
recalling of old scenes of civil life that ante-date 
your splendid deeds of war. My mind is carried 
back to the winter of 18G1—to the excitement, 
elation, and at the same time seriousness and 
sadness of that ominous and critical era. 1 
vividly remember every incident us we stood on 
the eve of the gigantic struggle. When at last 
the war-cloud burst, and President Lincoln 
issued his proclamation for 75,t)00 men, Maine 
was asked for one regiment. Governor Wash- 
burno summoned an extra session of the Legis­ 
lature. Iliad the honor at the time to be the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. Onr 
patriotism was fervid, our confidence strong, 
and we younger members of the Legist iturc il 
w as but at years of age myself) determined to do 
something very bold, something tiiat we ven­ 
tured to hope, would be rather appalling to the 
Confederate Government. Instead of respoml- 
ing with one regiment, which the President had 
asked for, we authorized the Governor to offer 
ten regiments to the National Government, 
and, 
though 
entirely unused to a State 
ili-lit, 
we 
empowered 
the 
Governor 
to 
borrow 
81,000,(X!0 
on 
the 
faith 
of the 
State for immediate use in the equipment of the 
troops. >Vc all felt that we were bragging when 
we used these big figures. We felt sure our ten 
regiments would never l,e used, fur sucli a con­ 
tingent from Maine implied a larger force than 
Napoleon and Wellington both controlled on the 
field of Waterloo. Gentlemen, you, far better 
than I, know the sequel. Our ten regiments 
were swept into ttie voitex of war before the 
expiration ofhalfayear, and we ended by send­ 
ing thirty-two regiments of infantry, two regi­ 
ments of cavalry and nine batteries of artillery. 
This, with the troops necessary to keep their 
ranks full in the terrible contest, absorbed more 
than 70,000 men of Maine—a draft almost as 
large, iu proportion to the arm-bearing imputa­ 
tion. as Frederick the Great levied upon the 
provinces of Prussia in the h a rrtest-pressed pe­ 
riod of the Seven Years’ War. You, gentlemen, 
are an honored and important part of the sur­ 
vivors of the great host, t join with you in your 
commemoration services for the unretuming 
brave; for that great host who died for their 
country and for liberty. No victory ever assured 
so much good to mankind; none ever prcveuted 
so much evil. The struggle is over, and our 
triumph is celebrated not with a sense of hav­ 
ing conquered a foe, hut with that better sense 
of hat ing reclaimed our kinsmen and brought 
them back to their own heritage and the pro­ 
tection of their own ¡lag. Beneath that flag, 
north and south, cast and west, will all find pro­ 
tection. Under its sheltering folds we shall all 
dwell together iu unity, for we arc brethren. 
The speech closed am id a tum ult of ap­ 
plause, which lasted ten minutes.

FRUIT AND FARM. 


PRACTICAL Ilf NTS AND SUGGES­ 
TIONS BY TUB WAY.

In on article upon the effect and necca- 
nity of aeration of tlie soil, the Now York 
¿tun says that opening tlie soil for tlie ad­ 
mission of air is one of tho principal ob­ 
ject» of plowing, harrowing and other­ 
wise breaking up and disintegrating the 
earth’s surface. The presence of air in the 
soil in as large quantities as possible is in­ 
dispensable, because it brings with it car­ 
bonic and animoniacal gases, which reach 
tlie minute roots <>r spongioles of plants. 
Air also supplies the oxygen necessary to 
the decomposition of vegetable matter, 
which in turn becomes what may be 
termed tiie food of plants. 
Aeration of 
noils cannot be accomplished by opening 
holes in the ground by breaking tlie earth 
into huge, lumps and clods, but the air 
should lie admitted 
ill 
many minute 
streams or channels, in order that each 
particle of soil 
may come in 
con­ 
tact 
with 
a 
particle of air. 
Plow­ 
ing, 
hoeing 
and 
weeding 
growing 
crons are aerating processes well un­ 
derstood by the scientific agriculturist, who 
never neglects them, even when no weeds 
are present; for experience has taught him 
that luxuriant growth will he promoted 
and often sustained by aeration, whether 
the season he wet or dry. Heavy, stiff 
clays become beaten down and hard dur­ 
ing the heavy rains of spring, and then 
porosity is almost entirely destroyed, as 
neither air nor moisture can enter except 
very slowly, if at all; hut if they are 
broken up and pulverized, aeration pro­ 
ceeds with rapidity and regularity. Air 
not only enters loose soils direct, but also 
with water, and whenever the soil is in 
such a condition as to adm it water rapidly, 
we may conclude that aeration is also going 
011. Water, however, should not rest in the 
soil, hut circulate; first by descent us a 
liquid, and then by ascent in the form of 
vapor, thereby assisting aeration as well as 
carrying tlie fertilizing elements of tlie soil 
t<> the roots of plants growing therein. 
Water exposed to tlie atmosphere, even by 
passing through ¡t in the form of rain, ab­ 
sorbs atmospheric gases in sufficient quan­ 
tities'to be perceived by the human paiate. 
These are removed by the soil as the water 
passes through it, thereby adding more or 
less to its fertility. 
Charcoal lias recently been recommended 
as an addition to the food of animals, as it 
increases their power of accumulating fat, 
and promotes the rapid and healthy pro­ 
duction of flesh. This was recently proved 
by taking the live weights of .two lots of 
sheep, and simply separating them bv an 
ordinary net; tlie artificial food, corn and 
cake, being carefully weighed out to each 
lot alike daily, one pint of charcoal being 
added to one lot only. When re-weighed, 
prior to selling to the butcher, tlie increase 
in weight was in favor of charcoal by 16.25 
per cent. Sanitation causes easy and com­ 
plete digestion; arid assimilation only can 
account for the.*je results, which charcoal 
alone can accomplish. The charcoal should 
be given mixed with the food, except in 
urgent cases, when it may be mixed in 
water or thin gruel, und given as a drench. 
This dose is ('¡10 pint to every twenty-five 
head of sheep or Iambs, one-quarter pint 
per head for full-grown rattle, horses, or 
pigs, half the quantity for young catlle, ajid 
twoteaspooufuls to one dessert-spoonful for 
young calves, daily, when suffering from 
disease, or in ill condition. To keep in 
good health, and fortify against diseases, 
iiie dose should be given two or three times 
per week, according to the class of food they 
•ire bavins, and the state of the atmosphere. 
The best plan is to wet. a quantity of bran, 
pollard (nialt-eombings); mix the charcoal 
among it, and then among tlie food you 
give them. For rapid and healthy fatten­ 
ing of cattle, it should ho used daily among 
their food. 
Charcoal for internal and 
medicinal purposes must be pure vegetable 
charcoal, free from all irritating and injuri­ 
ous foreign matter. The charcoal when 
coming into the user's possession must be 
kept perfectly dry, and free from any i!l- 
emelling surroundings, such as the vapors 
of a stable, or artificial manures, etc., or it 
will absorb them, and thus become septic, 
and of no medical value. 
It is better kept 
iu a closed bin, or tin canister with a tight 
cover.—[Popular Science News. 
Hon T. W. McNeely, of Petersburg, HI., 
states of a test of his Jersey cow, Golden 
Princess 4,557, purchased last year of Col 
C. K. Mills, of Elmwood Farm, that the 
trial was begun June 3d, and continued 
seven days. 
By the fourteen milkings of 
these seven days (tolden Princess produced 
leftj pounds of milk. This was kept sepa­ 
rate from tlie milk of the other cows of tlie 
lin'd, and from it was produced 15 pounds 
an-.l 14 ounces of butter; that is, 124 pounds 
of tier milk made a pound of butter, 
«"apt. W. B. Montgomery's Jersey Coro­ 
nilla 8,367 (a daughter of tlie hull Cham­ 
pion of America 1,567, now dead), was 
ip ted from June 16lh to July 6th, both in­ 
cluded. During that time she gave 6714 
pounds of milk, from wl.iich 42 pounds and 
Gj ounces of butter weiS made. The test 
o f the last seven days was official, and re­ 
sulted in 14 pounds and 01 ounces of but­ 
ter from 225 pounds of milk.—[Prairie 
Parmer. 
Virk't Magazine has the following plan 
for oatching slugs: " Take some pieces of 
slate or Hal stones, or flat pieces of tin, and 
lay them about in the garden among the 
plants, distributing them very liberally : 
just at sundown go out and place a tea­ 
spoonful of bran on each piece of slate or 
tin, and the slugs will soon become aware 
of it and begin to gather and feed on it. 
In 
about two hours, when it is dark, go out 
again with a lantern and a pail containing 
salt and water, and pick up each piece upon 
which the slugs are found feeding, and 
throw the slugs and bran inio the brine, 
where they instantly die. it is well, also, 
to go around in the morning, and many 
slugs wilt he found hiding under the pieces 
of slate, and can be destroyed in the brine. 
By following up this method persistently 
for a few weeks the garden may l>e effi­ 
ciently rid of the nuisance." 
En Eastern exchange says; '* In Califor­ 
nia, eggs, fruits, and many other articles 
that are here sold by the dozen, the bunch, 
or by measure, are sold by weight. Tlie 
practice ¡s a good one, and works benefi­ 
cially for all parties, especially for the pro­ 
ducer. It operates as a premium upon the 
cultivation of the most productive varie­ 
ties of fruits, vegetables and farm stock. 
The farmer who is painstaking with his 
poultry, and gels (lie largest weight of eggs, 
has a fair reward for tils skill and indus­ 
try. Tho present custom is a premium to 
light weights and good layers.” That is an 
0 X0.0110111 argument, and the only difficulty 
is that thus far eggs are not sold iu this 
Htatc by the pound. 
We have frequently through the columns 
of the Recoup-listón opposed tho non cul­ 
tivation of orchards, as also trying to make 
the land do double duty by bearing other 
crops “ between the rows" or broadcast at 
the same time. On this subject Professor 
Beal, of the Pennsylvania Agricultural Gol 
lege, says: " If you have money to fool 
away, seed down your young orchard to 
clover and timothy or sow a crop of wheat 
or oats. If you want trees to thrive, culti­ 
vate well till they are seven or ten years 
old. Spread ashes, manure, or salt broad­ 
cast. Stop cultivating in August, weeds or 
no weeds. This allows the trees to rijien 
for winter.” 
A bill lias been introduced inlothe Legis­ 
lature of New York to compel the stamping 
of the date uixui each can. Let itgo an­ 
other step and e impel the name of the 
cainier to be also placed upon it and good 
will result. It is a notorious fact that nearly 
all inferior goods do not bear the name of 
tlie canner, 
but some such brand as 
“ Union ’ or “ Excelsior Packing Com­ 
pany.” There is probably hardly an estab­ 
lishment engaged in putting up fruit or 
other goods which aro canned for market 
that duos not thus put the poorer qualities 
into cans with this class of nameless labels. 
Now, when the heated term is on us, is 
the time to sec that the poultry quarters 
are clean and in good order. Lice must be 
watched now, or they will harass the birds 
greatly. 
I ¡'you hear the chickens in the 
eoop scratching and drum m ing after dark, 
be sure they are fighting vermin, and be 
just as sure they are being injured by those

A Western woman writes a pleasant let­ 
ter telling how, years ago, she learned !he 
budding und grafting of fruit tires. She 
hated teaching, and persuaded her father 
to let her help him in his fruit nursery. 
She had excellent success from the begin­ 
ning, and afterward learned “ all the nice­ 
ties of grafting, from an orange tree down 
to an apple root.” She found the business 
both pleasant and profitable, and one which 
women could work nis as well as men. 
A writer in a well-known agricultural 
paper recommends the feeding of peas to 
hogs; says they are far superior to corn, 
because they supply all the wants of the 
.system, and make a firmer, more healthful 
iiesti. He says that a crop of from forty to 
sixty bushels per acre may he raised. 
Black-eyed marrowfats arc good, sowed 
broadcast or with a drill, using from two to 
two and a half bushels per acre. 
According to Dr. J. C. Peters, it. is filth 
that causes most of the diseases ot domes­ 
tic animals. He mentions particularly the 
habit of allowing betiding and manure to 
accumulate under the horses and other 
animals in stables. The impure air thus 
generated is peculiarly well adapted to in­ 
jure the health of the animals compelled to 
breathe it.—[Chicago Herald. 
Mr. James Fletcher, the well-known Ot­ 
tawa entomologist, who has made a study 
of the subject, has been authorized by the 
Minister of Agriculture to investigate any 
insect- plague amongst crops of Canadian 
agriculturists and horticulturists, with a 
view of suggesting remedies to counteract 
the great injury done by means of insect 
pests. 
If seeds arc to lie kept over a year they 
should be kept in a cool location and ex­ 
posed to the light and air. Keeping them 
in the darkness weakens vitality, perhaps 
from a tendency to grow which darkness 
incites, but unaccompanied by moisture 
enough to pul 1’orLh leaf and root.—[Ex­ 
change. 
Strawberries like the Wilson can remain 
standing three or four years if kept clean. 
If kept clean of weeds the first year it is 
not a difficult job to cultivate strawberries. 
If the runners are cut tho first year they 
may be allowed to run after that as long as 
the'bed remains productive. 
In view of the alarming and oft-repeated 
stories of the adulteration of nearly every 
article if finid wo buy, it would seem the 
safest plan for all who own land to get 
their living from it as fur as possible. It is 
also the most economical and wisest plan. 
Very few people have much idea of tli 
value "of poultry raising in America. In 
15S2 there was $560,000,000 worth of poultry 
sold, and it found a home market. It was 
greater than tlie wheat, hay, cotton or dairy 
products.—[Exchange. 
A small patch of sunflowers will prove a 
good investment wherever poultry are 
kept. The seeds arc excellent for egg pro­ 
duction, and assist in keeping the fculs 
healthy. In large lots the seeds are hard 
to cure. 
The Northwestern Farmer and Dairyman 
savs: “ A farmer can better afford to raise 
potatoes for 25 cents per bushel than to 
grow wheat at $1, if he was sure of ready 
sales.” 
Clean carefully your horse collars. The 
dost and dirt which adheres to collars 
when they are wet will: sweat works Into 
lumps and ridges,.and sore shoulders are 
the result. 
It is claimed by an Eastern writer that 
by giving pear trees n surplus of lime, 
potash and salt, pear blight may tv ren­ 
dered perfectly harmless. 
Coarse oatmeal, scalded, is good for 
young chickens. Give ¡I cold and soft, and 
alternate with cracked wheat or corn. 
The estimated value of the cattle grazing 
on the slopes of the Rocky is $700,060,000.

Sawdust, when used as a substitute fur 
sand in house plastering, is alleged to im­ 
part. very desirable properties to the plaster. 
It makes the covering for v.alls light,warm 
and porous. By its non-conducting quali­ 
ties it causes the inner surface to retain the 
heat., which sand plaster allows to escape. 
Dry nockct-glue is made of 12 parts of 
g >o I glue and 5 parts of sugar. The glue 
is boltlod until it is entirely dissolved; the 
sugar is then put into the glue, and the 
mass is evaporated until it hardens on 
cooling. 
Lukewarm water melts it very 
readily, and it is excellent for use in 
causing paper to adhere firmly, cleanly 
and without producing any disagreeable 
odor. 
A Biuiple way to ascertain whether a 
sample of petroleum is dangerous or not 
has been recommended by a chemist of 
considerable standing. 
Au ordinary tum ­ 
bler is filled two-thirds full with the oil. 
W hile filling up tlie remaining one-third 
with boiling water a flame is held over the 
vessel. If the vapor which rises takes fire 
tlie test indicates that, (he petroleum is not 
safe to be exposed to the atmosphere. 
German experimenters report that Cau­ 
casian petroleum is not a good lubricant, 
for machinery. Its properties as an iilti- 
niinant, however, are of a high order, and 
with a suitable burner excellent, results 
should be obtained. The point of ignition 
is high, and this oil is therefore mo -h less 
liable to give rise to explosions than mast 
oilier kinds of petroleum. During_ com­ 
bustion the Caucasian variety only slightly 
carbonizes tlie wick of a lamp. 
One of the best electric light systems was 
recently introduced into the Court Theater 
at Stuttgart. Quite unexpectedly the or­ 
chestra immediately showed signs that 
they disapproved of the new means of 
illumination, und they have petitioned tlie 
management to restore the old oil lamps. 
The orchestra state that tlie brilliancy of 
the electric lights has an unpleasant effect 
upon the nerves, and that it has become 
difficult to follow the baton of the conduc­ 
tor. To ascertain whether they may not be 
something substantial iu these alleged 
grievances a committee of oculists and dis­ 
interested musicians has been officially ap­ 
pointed. 
The Iron describes an apparatus for free­ 
ing carpets from dust without beating them. 
11 consists of a polygonal drum formed of 
wooden bars and fixed on a shaft hori­ 
zontally. The drum is 12 feet in diameter 
and 6 feet in breadth, and is inclosed in a 
clianilier. It id driven by an Otto ms en­ 
gine of twelve-horse power, which also 
drives a fan for drawing off the dust from 
the chamber as it is extracted from the 
carpets. The carpets are placed in tlie 
drum, which is fitted with n scries of in­ 
ternal rollers, and which turn the carpets 
over as the drum revolves. The speed is 
twenty-two revolutions per minute, and at. 
this rate it is found that, from 200 to 300 
square yards of carpet can be thoroughly 
cleansed jier hour without the possibility 
of damage to the fabric. 


1’Mjrri'ni W ithout Br.usnra.—In one of 
the large chair factories iu Sheboygan, Wis­ 
consin, a sort-of wholesale scheme of paint­ 
ing is carried on. No brushes are uicd, 
and no skilled painters required, as, in 
their stead, large vats of paint are prepared, 
and the chairs, settees, etc., are flipped in 
bod ily , and are then set up in troughs to 
drip. 
Most of the bright red, blue and 
green lawn chairs and settees are painted 
in this manner. The varnishing is done in 
the same way, and a vast amount of money 
is thus saved. There is no reason why the 
process should not be used for a variety of 
articles that have to bo painted all over.—

THE EXPERIENCE OP A CONFER 
ERATE SOI.D1EB.

[Written for Uic Rboord-Union by Samuel Pin 
mons.] 
I was at Charleston, S. C., in October, 
1863, after having served threa years in 
th r Confederate arm y in the triple capacity 
of fireman, soldier and m em ber of the A m ­ 
bulance Corps. 
1 deem it necessary to in­ 
form the reader that I served nine years in 
th e Volunteer Fire Departm ent at Charles­ 
ton, which service, under ordinary cir­ 
cumstances, was a total exemption from 
military’ duty ; but this being an extraor­ 
dinary occasion, and the fire company that 
I belonged to having volunteered to join 
the arm y, made it alm ost im perative for 
all to go, ns a single individuar, or even a 
few of them , would not have the moral 
courage to hold back. T he authorities be­ 
came alarmed, and fearing they would lose 
their entire fire departm ent, interposed an 
objection,on the ground th at it would leave 
tliccity unprotected aguinstfire. They stated 
that they did not wish to interfere w ith our 
act of patriotism , but they would oppose 
any attem pt on the part of the Confederate 
authorities to order us o u t of the State for 
m ilitary service. This squabble resulted in 
our being enrolled as an am bulance corps, 
w ith the distinct understanding that when­ 
ever it became necessary we could safely 
count 0:1 being called upon to perform 
m ilitary duty w ithin the lim its of the 
State. 
I cun assure the reader that we had our 
hands full as it was, particularly in Í8C3, 
when the memorable bom bardm ent of 
Charleston took place, followed by the bat­ 
tles of Jamc3 and Morris islands, in which 
we had to participate, and after the battles 
act both as am bulance corps and nurses in 
the hospital*. 
B ut 1 digress from my 
story. 1 had just finished a three-years’ 
enlistm ent and received a thirty-days’ fur­ 
lough, with the understanding that if 1 rc- 
voluntecred at the expiration of that tim e 1 
should receive a Lieutenant's commission, 
and if not 1 would sim ply be conscripted 
an d 
8RMT TO THE ARMY OV VIRGINIA. 
My parents resided in New York, and I 
htvl heard nothing of them since the estab­ 
lishm ent of the blockade, and 1 of course 
had a great desire to see or at least hear 
from them , particularly as they depended 
partly on m e for their support. Being 
totally broken down in health and spirits, 
and heartily weary of m ilitary service, Í 
resolved to leave the country-, or at least 
m ake the attem pt to do so. 
í:>. 1 ■ 
rhiog 
the subject to some friends of mine, f found 
to m y surprise that two others were about 
to take the sam e step. W e quictlv per­ 
fected our plans, made all of our arrange­ 
m ents unobserved and left Charleston for 
Richm ond about the m iddle of October. 
The trip was very uninteresting and de­ 
void of any incident except that at W el­ 
don, N. C., where the train stopped to 
allow the passengers half an hour for re 
IVeshments. 
1 was rather amused to see 
ti-.o passengers rush and seat them selves at 
th e em pty dining tables, w hile the proprie­ 
tor in tho m ean tim e shoved a counter 
across the door to prevent egress. 
We 
waited patiently for our supper, and when 
the tim e was nearly up we were served 
with guttapercha steaks, peanut oofibe, or 
coffee made of 1 lie peanut bean, and half­ 
baked corn-bread. 
I was rather hungry, 
but the food had such tm unapjietizing ap­ 
pearance that 1 decided to. w ait until I 
reached Richm ond and there appease my 
h u n g e r; so rising from the table I saun­ 
tered towards the door, requesting the pro­ 
prietor to move his counter so that I could 
pass out. 
Ho positively declined to do so 
until

H e said it made no difference to him 
w hether i had eaten anything or not. 
I 
refused to pay frum a point of principle, 
and the passengers siding with me, m ine 
host decided to move his counter, and I 
passed out am idst m any cheers. 
We re­ 
sum ed our journey, and early on the fol­ 
lowing m orning we reached Richm ond. 
We selected quarters at a private boarding­ 
house near the Brick-yards, whose rear 
faced the Libby prison, on the banks of 
the Jam es river. 
H ere we earnestly, bu t 
quietly, set to work to ascertain the easiest 
xvay of accom plishing our purpose, and 
learned th at the first step to be taken was 
to obtain passports from General W inder, 
the Provost Marshal of R ichm ond. 
On 
further inquiry we found th at they had 
oeased issuing them altogether, and that 
we could not obtain them under any cir­ 
cumstances. This, of course, made us fe.d 
som ewhat dispirited, as it necessitated a 
further <1< lay. 
In the m eantim e we heard 
ot two others who were about to run the 
blockade, a term then generally applied to 
our undertaking. 
We put our heads to­ 
gether, and 
learned, after considerable 
trouble am i research, th at the coveted 
passes could be obtained from one of Gen. 
W inder’s clerks at a cost of about $T>0 each. 
W e finally decided to get them , and depu­ 
tized one of our party to act for all, leaving 
everything to his discretion, as we were in ­ 
formed titere was considerable danger in 
the application fiir them . 
We, however, 
obtained them and purchased our outfits, 
consisting of heavy boots, pistols, etc. The 
next move was to get a conveyance to take 
us out of Richm ond, which wc obtained 
after no stnai1 am ount of trouble. W e got 
provisions enough V> bust us for a couple of 
weeks as wo im agined, and all arrange­ 
m ents being completed the appointed tim e 
arrived. 
It v/as 011 a Saturday night about 
11

by a m an ryRned Hines, who received us in 
a very hospitable m anner, although 
Wit HAD TO TAY EXCELLENT PRICES 
For every accommodation wc had. 
Here 
we were obliged to conceal ourselves in a 
loft for four days, owing to the num ber of 
pickets passing and repassing the house. 
On the fifth day Hines bane us get ready,as 
he was going to guide us to.the Potomac. 
Before starting, however, lie adm onished 
us to walk in single file and keep as quiet­ 
as 
possible. 
We 
hud 
proceeded* but 
about a m ile from the house when we ob­ 
served a man rushing across afield towards 
us and calling our guide, llin cs walked to­ 
wards him . 
They seemed to have some 
heated discussion or dispute about some­ 
thing, and before we could realize w hat 
had happened the stranger had drawn a 
pistol and shot H ines, who, w ithout utter­ 
ing a word, dropped dead at his feet.

T hey should he cut up and set un icc for an 
hour before serving. 
A good borax solution for washing and 
m aking hard w ater soft is the following: 
One and a quarter pound of superCarbonate 
soda and quarter pound of borax ; dissolve 
in one gallon of boiling water, and when 
cold add three ounces of am m onia. 
For 
washing hands use one ounce of this liquid 
to one gallon of w ater; for clothes use two 
ounces to one gallon. 
A breakfast dish that is especially appe­ 
tizing is m ade by broiling some very thin 
slices of ham . B utter som e thin slices of 
toast and lay the ham on them ; then pour 
over it a sort of om elet made by beating 
eight eggs w ith about one cup of sweet 
m ilk ; add pepper and salt, and fry this in 
a saucepan in which you have put a lum p 
of butter and aliowed it to melt. Serve at 
oncq and w hile very hot. 
To niako apple snow take twelve tart 
sum m er apples, wash and boil in water 
until tender, w ithout peeling; scrape out 
the pulp, sweeten and beat light as possi­ 
ble; beat the whites of ten eggs to froth 
that will stand alone: add tho apple gradu­ 
ally, still beating; flavor w ith lemon and 
place in a fiat glass dish ornam ented 
around the edges with apple leaves.

live districts, ai ihe general election to la- he. l 
ill the year one thousand eight hundred anil 
eighty-six, and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term oi office shall he lor four 
years, whose duty it shall be to equalize thu 
valuation of the taxable proj-erty in the several 
counties of the Hate tor the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall la* cx officio 
a member ot tlic Board. The Boards ot Super­ 
visors of the severai connt'es of the State shall 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall Is* to 
equalize the valuation of llie taxable property 
tn the county for the purpose of taxation: pro­ 
vided, such State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and cmpowi red, 
under such rules of notice ns the County Boards 
may prescribe, il* to the county assessments, ami 
under such rule* of notice a* the Plate Board 
may prescribe as to the action ol the State Boani, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
ot any assessment contained therein, so a* lo 
equalize the assessment of the property con­ 
tained In said assessment roll, and make tho 
assessment' conform to the true value In money 
of the property contained in said roll: provided, 
that no Board of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, <m:i:ract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continuo 
in office until their successors, as herein pro­ 
vided for, shall be elected and shall qualify, 
fhe Legislature shall have power io redistrici 
tile State into four district* as nearly equal iu 
population as practical, and to p r o v i d e - for tho 
elections of members of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. 


Each amendment shall be voted upon sepa­ 
rately from the others, by ballot, at the next 
general election, to be hoiden on TUESDAY, 
the 4th day of NOVEMBER, A. D. 188-1. Tho 
ballots used at such election shall contain tho 
words: “ For the Amendment No. 1," or tho 
words “ Against the Amendment No. 1;" “ Fo, 
the Amendment No. 2,” or the word* “ Against 
the Amendment No. 2;” “ For the Amendment 
No. 3,” or tho word, “ Against the Amendment 
No. 3,” written or printed thereon.

THE STATE FAIR. 


There is full warrant for saying that at 
no time in the history of the old State Ag­ 
ricultural Society, nor in the more recent 
history of the State Board of Agriculture, 
has there been such good promise for a fair 
o f value to exhibitors and to the people 
generally as that made for the State Fair 
about to be held in this city. The evidences 
to this effect are of that material character 
not subject to denial. The long-standing 
drawback of narrow space for exhibitors 
has been wholly removed. It has always 
been held tiiat if a pavilion of ample capa­ 
city were provided exhibitors who demand 
roomy spaces would enter into competition 
for premiums who would not otherwise 
contest. The new industrial and agricult­ 
ural hall is the largest west of the Missis­ 
sippi river, and the appointments are com­ 
plete in every respect. 
The State has had 
a good harvest year, and the products of 
the soil on exhibition will fairly represent 
the State; the industrial branches have 
had fair encouragement; the business of 
the interior has been active and of more 
than average iminrtanec. and the disposi­ 
tion of the people t nvard the annual fair 
is more cordial and freer from jealousy and 
prejudice than at any previous date. The 
improvements made at the stock grounds 
are of the most important character, and 
invite a larger display of stock and afford 
better accommodations than any grounds 
upon the coast. Tiie removal of the stock 
grounds and stalls and exhibition shelters 
to the south side of the park w ill enable vis­ 
itors to go through the stock grounds with­ 
out being necessitated to cross the broad 
and dusty paddock, will induce them 
to examine the <iock on exhibition under 
the shelter provided, and 
will guar­ 
antee 
*1lem 
against any mconvenience 
whatever. The improvements in the speed 
tracks are such as to work a complete rev­ 
olution in the economy and form o f the 
course, and to largely increase its ease for 
an 
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dcr the annual 
exhibition a success. 
As the Capital 
C it', Sacramento’s best 
efforts are pledged >o maintain the honor 
conferred upon b-er, but above and beyond 
any and all cotFsiderations of er.tertainnftnt 
or amusement or of profit that the Fair 
fortnight suggests, the exposition should 
possess a,'value to every citizen who has 
the interests of the State at heart. The 
scheme of these annual exhibits is to make 
them truly representative of State indus­ 
tries and products. They have not been so 
m the past so fully as has been desired— 
in truth they have most frequently been 
meager in important departments, but tinder 
the new system, by which the exhibitions 
are held officially by the State, they have 
taken on a new form, and approached mere 
and more nearly to the standard set up. It 
is not expected that the ideal exhibit wil* 
be attained this year. 
Such excellence 
will result only after some years of effort, 
and after the people have come to a full 
realization of the relation of the State ex­ 
positions to the whole State, and after they 
awaken to the fact that Sacramento has 
only a geographical relation to them, and 
that citizens in every section have an equal 
and undivided interest in the success of the 
State Fair.

THE RAILROAD REPORT. 


The advance sheets of the seventeenth 


v o l u m e of Poors Railroad Manual, being 
the issue for 1884, are at hand, and indicate 
the high value as a statistical work the 


b o o k w ill have when itcom cs out in full. 
From the “ Introduction1’ we ascertain 
I that the railroad mileage for 1S83—which 
is the year treated in the volume—to the 
close of the fiscal date, June 30th, was 
121,552, 0,753 miles having been constructed 
within the year. The average mileage 
operated was 110,414. The increase of share 
capital stock in the year was $207,024,750, 
and the funded debt aggregated $3,455,040, 
383, an increase of $219,497,000 for the last 
year. The Heating debts of the railroads of 
the country increased in the year $61,199.­ 
383, the aggregate being $332,370,345. 
All 
liabilities for L683 amounted to $7,-195,471,­ 
311. The total per mile for completed 
mileage was $62,176. The total of stock 
and liabilities for 1382 was $7,010,750,109 
per mile $61,303. The total for 1883 was 
$0.278.565,452, per m ile $60,645. The total 
for 1880 was $5,402,038,257, per mile $58, 
624. 
The total for 1879 was $4,872.017,517 
per m ile $57,730. W hile the apparent cost 
of construction has steadily increased, the 
real cost lias steadily declined. Of the 
gross receipts, $215,287,824 were received 
from passengers, $540,756,695 from freight, 
and $5S,728,405 from miscellaneous sources. 
The net earnings for the year were $330,­ 
911,884, an increase of $21,4G1,0S2 from the 
previous year. The amount o f interest 
paid was $173.139,004, an increase of $18,­

Tlie compiler of the work holds that it is 
not probable that the cost of mileage con­ 
structed in three years since 1880 equaled 
the increase of die funded and floating 
debts by at least $200,000,000. The cost of 
mileage constructed certainly did not ex­ 
ceed. according to his estimates, $-50,000 
per mile. The general distrust that pre­ 
vailed in the markets in the year he at­ 
tributes to the immense increase of ficti­ 
tious capital and the enormous decline in 
the price of railroad securities. The de­ 
lusion prevalent as to their value from 1879 
to the close of 1883 was taken advantage of 
by unscrupulous speculators on a vast scale. 
The delusion was increased and prolonged 
by payment» on a very large scale of inter­ 
est and dividends from capital. 
“ In this 
delusion,” 
lie # adds, " the 
most loud­ 
mouthed 
and 
unscrupulous 
promoters 
usually had the greatest success. The de­ 
lusion culminated about the time of the 
opening of the Northern l’adfic, in con­ 
nection with which visionary schemes of 
immense magnitude had been put upon 
the market. Their worthlessness, and the 
rapid decline of their securities, exercised 
a powerful influence upon the public mind, 
which continue to tiie time of writing 
this. The distrust extends alike to good 
and bad, so that prices at the present time 
have as little reference to the values as 
they had at the beginning of 1883. Tiie 
distrust will probably continue until time 
sjiall show what securities are well based.” 
There arc some very suggestive remarks 
concerning the waste of capital in insane 
rushes to fill new fields with roads, as, for 
instance, in Colorado, where a nominal ex­ 
penditure of nearly $100,000,000 is almost 
wholly unproductive. 
It is added: 
The remedy, it there bo any, lies wholly with 
investsots. In nearly all the States and'Terri­ 
tories the construction of railroads may be car­ 
riel on tm>b r general laws and without appli­ 
cation to their respective Legislatures. In pros­ 
perous times the success that old lines have 
achieved Is predicted of every new ono. and 
the public are attracted into the new by having 
issued to them often $1 in securities in various 
forms for one of cash paid in. It not infre­ 
quently huppens that the venture, in the outset 
m> promising, involves the loss of all the money 
actually paid into it. In the greater number of 
eases the disasters that have overtaken numer­ 
ous enterprises or schemes could have been 
easily foreseen, and were foreseen, by persons 
familiar w ith the manner in which such enter­ 
prises or schemes were gotten up and put upon 
the murket, and familiar with the sources, ten 
dency and extent of the freight and passenger 
traffic of the districts or sections which such 
schemes were professedly to accommodate and 
the provision already made therefor.

W illiam Mosely Hall opened this dis­ 
pute by crediting tho authorship to W il- 
helmina Cresswell, afterwards Mrs. Daw­ 
son, a cousin to Ja.nes G. lllaine and It. 
J. Walker. 
He cited contemporaneous tes­ 
timony of much force in favor of the claim 
he championed. Thereupon N. Smith re­ 
sponded, maintaining the credit of James 
Montgomery as the author of tlie lines. 
The poem has for a longtim e been treated 
as Montgomery’s. 
It has appeared in all 
the editions of his poems, and tins credit 
has been passed upon by Bryant, in his li­ 
brary of “ I’oetry and Song; ” by Dana in 
his “ Household Book of Poetry," and by 
Adams in his “ Dictionary of Literature." 
The t'urrcrU now promises to publish a 
paper on tho subject, in which a literary 
student will again present the claims of 
Miss Cresswell, and will submit “ such ev­ 
idence in her behalf as will, it confidently 
believes, clearly decide the question in her 
favor.” The subject possesses interest as 
an example of the strange mutations to 
which some of tiie work of literary genius 
is subjected. So far as the value of the 
poem as one of the treasures of thought 
is concerned, it is not material who 
wrote it. 
Like a gem from the earth’s 
depths, its brilliancy is intrinsic. 
It per­ 
forms its office, no matter from what mine 
it was dug. 
But the world of scholarship 
and culture; the world of readers, always 
seek to pay tribute to their sources o f pleas­ 
ure. Humanity in no phase is so honest, 
in no manifestation so sincere, as in the 
desire to do homage to the authorship of 
meritorious literary work. 
Anonymity 
more than excites curiosity; it 
offends 
fene of the most generous impulses o f hu­ 
man nature, the instinctive desire to know 
authorship, to give it the approval of 
conscience and judgment, visit it with just 
condemnation, or apply deserved criticism. 
But when the matter of authorship is dis­ 
puted, there is aiso a sense of wrong done, 
and if the discussion involves much doubt, 
and the subject in controversy is one that 
has addressed itself to the better side of our 
nature, and we have taken it, as it were, 
into our hearts, there is a feeling that there 
has been profanation, and in a degree our 
reverence is diminished. Tlte Shakespeare 
of literature is an ideal, and the real per­ 
sonality is never debated a sa test of the 
probability that the man did or did 
not 
produce 
such 
a 
work — that 
the 
ideal 
is 
not 
blemished. 
The 
Baconians 
have 
based 
their position 
ipon the antecedents of sucli a man as 
Bacon, as favoring the belief of tiie author­ 
ship claimed for him, and upon the assumed 
negative evidence of Shakespeare not being 
one whose attainments or habits of mind 
were in harmony with the work attributed 
to him. But, as Mr. Flexner, in one of his 
recent papers well says, “ Genius is by its 
very nature inexplicable. 
Have not other 
men lived in marked contrast to the work 
by which they are known ? Are their ti­ 
tles to their works, for that reason,.any less 
clear?" 
So, when we are told by tiie nega­ 
tive of the Crosswell-Montgomery debate, 
that it is not conceivable, she should have 
written the poem, for the reason that 110 
other productions are claimed for her at all 
comparable to the fines in question, it may 
he well replied, “ that proves nothing." 
Assuming it to be true that tiie lady has 
not been capable of work of like merit, or 
approaching to it, it is not proof that in a 
transitory state of exaltation genius may 
not give birth to a child of noble thought, 
and remain barren thereafter. 
In a certain 
degree the world may receive as collateral 
evidence the fact of the phenomenon in 
support of the improbability of authorship, 
but even then the protest of the chivalrous 
side of man’s nature will be interposed. In 
the easeof Miss Cresswell there is nocharge 
of misappropriation made by her friends— 
simply that the poem has been by error 
placed in Montgomery’s works. 
It is not, 
therefore, a case of literary theft on the one 
side, but it may be a case of attempted lar­ 
ceny on the other. 
The chief value of the 
discussion now being conducted, will he 
found in the new evidence, and to which 
the heart of every reader will contribute, 
that however uncharitable mankind may 
be in other tilings, it is most seriously 
and profoundly sincere in recognizing and 
maintaining the credit o f authorship, and 
of paying it honest tribute. 


THE LATEST THING OUT. 


8 .me French enthusiasts have revived 
the doctrine of mesmerism with enlarged 
claims, under the name of hypnotism. 
They claim that a person placed under the 
hypnotic influence is the slave of the will 
of the operator, and that lie can keep the 
victim under power for some forty days, or 
even more. 
The claim is made that a per­ 
son hypnotized can, for five or six weeks, 
under the control, be compelled to do cer­ 
tain acts at fixed periods of time. Thus, if 
told to go, 011 a certain day, at a certain 
hour, and do a specific net, he will, when 
the time arrives, follow the order in every 
essential detail. 
The mystery, or the chief 
mystery in the doctrine, is the prolongation 
of the mesmeric power, when space sep­ 
arates 
the 
operator 
and 
time 
has 
elapsed 
between 
the 
hours 
when 
tho 
“ spell ” 
is 
worked 
and 
the 
act commanded is done. 
All this is some­ 
thing to doubt, and to treat as nonsense; 
but we cannot so treat credible witnesses 
who assert the reality of the exercise of 
the power. But we doubt their judgment, 
and question the tests of evidence they 
have applied. 
There may be powers 
as yet but little understood, by which the 
will of one person may be briefly, insensibly, 
enslaved to that of another. 
There is rea­ 
son to believe that by psychological in­ 
fluence this lias momentarily been done; 
that men liavc been impressed to act irre- 


it be true. The very idea, as a thoughtful 
contemporary suggests, of being turned 
into time-locks at the whim of any one per­ 
son who may subordinate our will to his, is 
enough to set the nerves ail on edge. 
If 
this kind of progression goes on, men must 
cease to look each other in the eyes, and 
hereafter assume the hang-dog counten­ 
ances of cowards and guilty beings. 


EXTENDING CUB TRADE. 


W ith Persia our commercial relations 
have alwpys been of a restricted, and, in­ 
deed, of an unimportant character, com­ 
paratively. 
But 
American 
commerce, 
hampered as it is, is making itself sonic 
place even in that remote country, which 
has been hedged in by barriers that have re­ 
pulsed our trade. 
It is with gratification 
that we learn facts relative to our trade 
with that country, indicating far more than 
the mere benefit to result from that trade. 
They point to the approaching era when 
our commerce will have touched palm with 
many nations now but coldly responsive to 
our products or industries. Thus, we learn 
from Consul-General Benjamin at Teheran, 
that the shipment o f/ilk from Persia to 
the United States promises to become large, 
because success has attended the effort to 
have the Persian raisers reel it of the 
length desired by American manufacturers. 
He says that one o f the largest of Persian 
firms lias resolved to order cotton stuffs 
and prints and other goods direct from the 
United States, and that the first orders have 
already been sent on. 
The leading mer­ 
chants of Hamadan have also been urgent 
at the Consulate for information regarding 
American products, and on that already 
furnished will send out an agent to this 
country to look into a question of direct 
shipments of our goods to that market. 
The Consul adds that recently the head of 
a commercial syndicate, a 
man worth 
several millions, who has agents in the 
leading markets of Europe, called on him 
and discussed for nearly three hours the 
best methods for enlarging the commercial 
relations of the two countries. The Minis­ 
ter of Foreign Affairs, newly appointed, 
and other prominent Persians, have also 
repeatedly discussed with him the projected 
road to Mohoinmrcak, at the mouth of the 
Euphrates, and hoped that our influence 
might be added to that o f England to bring 
about the completion of the enterprise and 
the opening to commerce of the most de­ 
sirable port in Persia. 


T h o m a s F o s t e r , in an admirable article 
on the morality of happiness, and which 
appears in the Popular Science Monthly, says: 
“ W hile due care of self conies to each man, 
and indeed to every creature having life, 
as essenially first, yet due care of others, 
though second to due care of self, is abso­ 
lutely essential. The two are interdepend­ 
ent, and that to such a degree that neither 
can exist without the other." And, again : 
Those who neglect the consideration that, 
they form part of the social body, and re­ 
frain from the taking due part in main­ 
taining a healthy social state suffer from 
the defective arrangements which they per­ 
m it to remain uncorrected.” 
W hile Mr. 
Foster did not formulate these truths with 
the application in view we propose to give 
them, nevertheless they are general truths, 
applicable to all relations of men. 
Those 
who take no care regarding the sanitary 
conditions of the community, and who 
have no regard for the effects of neglect 
upon others, tnay very well ponder upon 
the epigrams of Mr. Foster. They should 
remember, also, that if men refuse to have 
a care for others, those thus neglected have 
a right to be protected from the results of 
the negligence of others. 
If A Ikls cleanly 
premises, and B beside him maintains foul 
premises to the detriment o f A ’s health or 
comfort, the latter lias the right under laws, 
hitman and divine, to force B to observance

MISCELLANEOUS. 


T iie V alu e o f a F e n c e . 
During the battle of Chickamauga Gen 
eral Wood, commanding a division, in 
making a change of position on the loft 
near Rossville, suddenly found him self in 
command of only a single brigade, with the 
Confederates in full sight in nis front, and 
already-beginning a movement to flank his 
position. 
His division had been badly cut 
up and demoralized, and he was at that 
moment without a single piece of artillen,-. 
The brigade stood between the Confederate 
right and the road to Chattanooga. 
Let 
them flank or crush this brigade and thcv 
were on the flank o f the Federal line of 
battle. 
Wood realized the situation, and, al 
though outnumbered three to one, he de­ 
termined to he wiped out right there rather 
than give way. 
H e had fair cover in the 
shape of fences, walls and standing timber, 
and to reach him the Confederates must 
cross an open valley. Across the center of 
this valley ran a fence, a portion of which 
stands there to-day. It was mostly of stone, 
with heavy logs resting on top. 
YVood sud­ 
denly realized that if nc could secure and 
hold the fence he could make his inferior 
force a match for the enemy preparing to 
move. 
The Confederate commander saw the 
value of the position at the same moment, 
and it was a question of which side should 
get there first. 
On the Federal side it 
rested with the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Ohio, that regiment being nearest the 
fence. W hen ordered forward the men 
gripped their muskets at a “ trail,’’ pulled 
down their caps, and lowered their heads, 
and at the word they rushed as if breast- 
inga storm. More than one poor fellow went 
down under the rain of bullets and frag­ 
ments of shell, but the fence was reached 
and cover obtained. 
The Sixty-fourth, 
Sixty-fifth and Fifty-eighthlndiana followed 
and the whole brigade were scarcely under 
cover when the Confederates were within a 
stone's throw. They liad to give hack be­ 
fore the terrible fire, and for a time were 
badly demoralized. 
Before 
they could 
fiank Wood out of his position the gap in 
the Federal lines had been filled.—[Detroit 
Free Press.

Result of a Visit by Officials to Ciiiua- 
town. 
In all Sacramento there is a commend­ 
able desire to make this city as cleanly as 
possible to any place. The people have re­ 
solved upon it, and it is being now accoin- j 
plished. This is not because the city is ' 
filthy; on the eontrary.it is one of the most 
cleanly, but a few bad spots would prove 
breeding plaees for preventible disease, and 
the people have resolved on their aholitjon 
and on an improved sewerage system and 
an abandonment of the cesspool system. 
The sanitary agitation, therefore, instead of 
“ scaring” anybody should give every one 
greater confidence in this beautiful eitv. 
And this is. in fact, tiie result. Rut there 
are some plague spots here, as in all towns, 
and the chief is in the Chinese quarter. 
The heated term has made that filthy spot 
an object of special attention, and the 
health guardians of the city are becoming 
busier, and consequently peer into the old 
chronic plague-spot a little closer. 
Yester­ 
day the Board of Health, together with the 
Citizens’ District Health Committees, met 
in the oittee of W. P. Coleman to wrestle 
with the old Titanic question—Chinese 
slough ct al. Robert T. Devlin was elected 
Chairman of the consolidated committees.

being done in the matter of examining al! 
the vaults and cesspools to be quite right, 
but after that is done, in what better condi­ 
tion are our houses as regards the plumb­ 
ing done in them? 
I think the most im­ 
portant thing has beem omitted, for, after 
our vaults have been cleaned, what is there 
to prevent the gases that generate in our 
cesspools from coming into our bedrooms, 
dining-rooms, kitchens, etc.? 
Our itouse, 
then, is only a large reservoir for all the 
gases that arise from the vaults and cess- 
jiools. I would like to ask if our City Trus­ 
tees and Board of Health have looked into 
this matter. A ll other cities that J have 
been in have an inspector of plumbing 
work, for the protection of people who 
rent houses, and also those who are having 
houses built for them, to guard against in­ 
ferior plumbing work being done.

The species of scale insect Known as the 
Cottony Cushion scale (Ircrya pureUsi) is 
the most tlifiieult to eradicate or extermi­ 
nate when it infests trees, plants, etc., or 
any of the Coeeidx, and depreciates the 
value of property infested by it to a greater 
extent, than any other insect pest at pres­ 
ent infesting the citrus trees. It docs not 
require a knowledge of the science of ento­ 
mology to detect its presence, unfortu­ 
nately, for those who wish to sell infest oil 
property. 
Description : At first sight the insect ap­ 
pears to be possessed of a 
body of a white color and 
darkish-brown head. [See 
figure 1.1 On examination, 
the dark colored part, in­ 
dicating the head, is tho 
body of the insect proper, and the portion 
appearing at first sight as the body of the 
insect, is a white bag or cushion spun by 
the insect to protect its cy0g. The female 
insect when full

2J m e a s u r e s 
about one-fourth 
of an inch in 
length, a n d is 
ovoid in form.

sumes quite a 
variety of colors, principally yellow to red, 
with irregular blotches 6f white, green and 
yellow. After impregnation, the hairs_on 
the margins of the body are used as spinna- 
rets, by which she uses a secretion to spin 
the cottony-like egg-case 
in which the eggs arc de­ 
posited. Each female de­ 
posits from one hundred 
to seven hundred eggs. 
The figure No. 1 is the 
natural size of a specimen 
that contains six hundred 
eggs. In this case the eggs 
are hatched, and the young

it by an opening on the lower side. 
Description of larva: Length, about one 
th irty-fifth of an inch : color, red; anten­ 
nas and legs, smoky, but lighter color at 
joints. As soon as the young are hatched 
they locate on the branches and leaves,and 
in á short time appear covered with a se­ 
cretion. From the lime they become cov­ 
ered with this secretion until they begin to 
spin the egg-cases, they exude a secretion, 
which falls upon the foliage, branches and 
fruit, and after coming in contact with the 
air produces n fungus similar to that caused 
by the Black Beale (Lecanium olex). The 


male insect [see Fig. 4J is winged ; the tho­ 
rax and body arc of a dark brown color, 
the wings are brown and irridescent. The 
sm all cross at Fig. 4 indicates tho natural 
size, with wings spread. 
FOOD PLANTS. 
Tliis post may be termed a general feeder, 
so far as its food plants are known. It in­ 
fests all varieties of citrus trees, and also 
forest ami ornamental trees, plants and 
shrubs. It thrives well upon the nettle 
and other weeds, and also on potato vines, 
cclerv, etc. When it is taken into consid­ 
eration the rapidity with which it propa­ 
gates its kind, it will readily bo recognized 
as a formidable enemy to contend with, 
wherever it appears; and it must be borne 
in mind, not only to the trees» infested, but 
to all those surrounding them, as will be 
ahown in this article. 
WJIFRE FOUND AT PRESENT. 
At present it is found in only a few locali­ 
ties in this ¡state. A few years ago it in­ 
fested some accacia trees at San Rafael. 
Strenuous efforts were made to destroy it 
there, but whether they were entirely suc­ 
cessful I cannot say. It is found on orna­ 
mental trees, plants, etc., on the west side 
of.San Francisco bay. 1 noticed it on orna­ 
mental trees and shrubs at San Jose some 
time ago. Two citrus groves in Santa Bar­ 
bara are seriously infested by this pest; 
also a few trees in gardens in the city of 
Santa Barbara. At lms Angeles it has been 
allowed to spread over a considerable area. 
1 found it. in the groves formerly owned by 
T. A. Geary, and also in trees located near ¡ 
Washington, Main, Kobier and Lemon 
streets, and in some other groves in the 
vicinity, although nil within the city 
limits.' This may not be good news to the 
fruit-growers below Los Angeles. As stated 
above, this pest feeds upon weeds and vege­ 
tables, and, therefore, is liable to be spread 
by being carried from one orchard to an­ 
other by the water in tho ditches used for 
irrigating purposes. Should this pest be 
allowed to spread beyond the area already 
infested, it will cause a loss to property- 
owners by the depreciation of its vaiuc 
many fold the amount it would cost to 
thoroughly c lean the trees now infested. 
RAPIDITY OP ITS hPRKAD. 
About two years and a half ago this pest 
was discovered in the garden of Mrs. Mc- 
Gregory at San Gabriel, Los Angeles coun­ 
ty, on two or thrqc orange trees. Upon in- 
cpiirv it was learned that the lady had 
bought a pot-shrub in I os Angeles and 
brought it home, and placed it at the side 
of an orange tree. The shrub was infested 
by this insect, and in a short time it had 
infested the orange trees. Although Mrs. 
McGrcp >ry had attempted to eradicate it 
from her trees, she fui leu to do so. I ad­ 
vised that the citrus-growcrs in the 
neighborhood 
should 
expend 
about 
$40 and 
thoroughly clean the trees 
that 
were infested. 
It 
was then 
reported that the property had been pur­ 
chased by a gentleman at Los Angele», 
who would have the work done satisfactor­ 
ily. The sale was not made as reported, 
ami the matter was overlooked until last 
spring, when it was found that the pest had 
spread to orchards not only in the vicinity 
of the infested trees, hut to some that were 
located miles from them. In Home cases 
tho jjcats wouid be found only on a few 
trees in the center of a grove. 
crrr.cs-oRowKiL! organizing. 
The citrus-growcrs of the San Gabriel 
valley organized, and taxed themselves in 
E 
roportion to-the number of trees owned 
v each. An Executive Committee was 
appointed, and B. M. Ixt Long was elected 
Hupcrintondent of the work. Every tree 
found in the valley infested by the cottony 
cushion scale was cleaned. On the 23*1 
ultimo I visited all the groves in which the 
trees were infested, and examined them 
carefully and only found one specimen of 
the pest. This was found on a rose-bush 
in tl.e garden where it was first found in 
the valley. The amount of work done tip 
to the 23d of July cost a little over $8<iit, 
and it will probably cost $200 more to 
guard against its reappearance. The work 
done reflects groat credit to Mr. Im I «one, 
an d the citrus-growcrs of the San Gabriel 
valley will realize that they have made a 
very profitable investment. 
I.OS ANC.EI.Ea AND VICINITY. 
Will the citrus-growcrs of Los Angeles 
and vicinity follow the example oí the 
San Gabriel growers? In this connection 1 
will say that it is next to impossible to get 
all awñers of trees interested, but it will 
pay the enterprising growers to have the 
work done for the protection of their own 
i 
iroperty. Probably tho whole work could . 
10 done for less than $2,000, which would! 
be a small tax on each tree growing in the 
citvand vicinity. Or. demand of the Board 1 
of Supervisors to pay (he salaries due the, 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners of j 
the county, which they refused to do by the ¡ 
advice of the District Attorney, on the 
ground that the horticultural law was un- 


co nstitutional. 
Pay these men and let 
them enforce the law. and m this way prfr 
vent the pest from eventually destroying 
their beautiful citrus groves. 
THE REMEDIES. 
Colonel Hollister, of Santa Barbara, has 
been trying for a number of years to eradi­ 
cate the pest from his orange grove. In 
manv of his experiments he was only par­ 
tially successful. At th e‘present time he 
lms lines of water pipe laid through his 
grove, and is washing the trees with water, 
urine a three-eighths of an inch nozzle, 
with a pressure of 2.S1 poumLs to the square 
inch or equal to a head of 65 feet, I hat 
he can prevent its spread by this means 
there is no doubt, but whether he can ef­ 
fectually clean the trees can only be learned 
as the result of his experiment. I visited 
his grove last month, in company with ri. 
P Stowe. I noticed n marked improve­ 
ment in the grove. Mr. Stowe expressed 
himself satisfied that the Colonel’s plan 
was practical, and, before 1 left Santa Bar­ 
bara, had partially decided to lay pipes and 
use water on his citrus trees for destroying 
the pest. 
EXPERIMENTS. 
During my stay in Santa Barbara I made^ 
some experiments which ho far as destroy-' 
ing the stale were very successful. Ex­ 
periment No. I : A solution made of one 
pound of whale oil soap and sulphur mix­ 
ture to each gallon of water used, and one 
pound of buhach added to every fifteen gal­ 
lons of the solution, destroyed all of the 
inserts that it came in contact with on the 
leaves and branches, but did not i>enetrate 
the egg eases except whero (hey were 
broken by the foroc of the spray. Experi­ 
ment No. 2: A solution of whale oil soap 
mixture as above with one pound of buhach 
and one gallon of coal oil added to sixteen 
gallons of the solution proved very effective. 
Experiment No. 3 : Half a pound of com­ 
mon brown woap (whale oil or soft, soap 
will do as well) boiled in one gatlon of 
water. When boiling pour into two gal­ 
lons of coal oil. then chum through a 
small force pump from ten to fifteen min­ 
utes (this will form a cream), then add 
twenty-live gallons of water, in which is 
dissolved say twelve and a half pounds ot 
whale-oil soap, or strong soft soap. This 
will destroy the moving insects and will 
penetrate the case and destroy the eggs. 
This solution of coal oil was tried without 
adding the twelve and a half pounds of 
soap, but did not spread on the leaves to be 
a sufficient success. H alf a pint of coal oil 
to each gallon of wash mixed above will 
not injure the fruit or foliage of citrus trees. 
GENERAL REMARKS. 
In July the eases (or white portion) aro 
filled with eggs and newly-hatched young. 
In washing it is necessary to use a vor 
strong spray, so as to break the case. Th 
soap, if properly applied, will destroy the 
young, and the coal oil will destroy the 
eggs; but where there are many ol the 
young (larvm) and grown females on the 
foliage and branches, which is in Augus* 
and September, although it is more costly, 
tiie addition of buhach makes the work 
more effective. 
Pruning: In many cases at Ban Gabriel 
it was necessary to cut off all the branches, 
then wash the trunk with lye, etc. In all 
cases where trees are infested by this pest 
the branches should be thinned out, and 
those taken out burned. A band of old 
sacking should be placed on the trees, so 
as to prevent those falling on the ground 
from returning up the trees. If a strong 
Bprav is used, so that the cases «an be 
broken up in July, tben the trees well 
thinned out, and pruning burned, a second 
washing in August will tie effectual. 
Result: Thorough work wil! eradicate 
the pasts, or in other words, dollars and 
cents properly expended will return five­ 
fold. But if any work is done that is not 
thorough, successful results arc doubtful. 
N. B.: Tobacco has been used iu the solu­ 
tion with reported success.

T h e A rt Inttrthanrjc g ire s th e fo llo w in g 
method for paintingon velvet: The brushes 
are first cat and trim m ed down to a rhort 
stubbed shape, soft bristles of sm all size 
being the best, and some worn out stable 
brushes trim m ed to tirm, stiff points, for 
m aking fine lines. Then, using only tu r­ 
pentine w ith the paints, first draw each 
flower or leaf with the color that is to be 
used in working the edge, so th at the tin t 
m ay not be changed by rubbing into the 
outline. 
It Ls best to draw but few outlines 
nt a tim e, so that it may not dry before the 
other colors arc p u t on. 
Next, w ith a 
brush with a round edge, dabble the color 
of the flower into the nap, being careful to 
use enough turpentine th at the paint may 
not stick the pile of the velvet together, 
and not too much,so th at the color will run 
over the outline, in this way the texture 
of the velvet rem ains as soft as before paint­ 
ing, a brilliant and- rich effect being cosily 
produced. T he process seem s more like 
dyeing than painting, as no paint is visible 


011 the surface, if well done. 
Pansies fyc 
particularly effective on the velvet, being a 
flower of velvety texture.

As the question of the disposal of our 
sewage in Sacramento is one of the princi­ 
pal points for consideration and attention 
in connection with present movements in 
sanitation, and involves the adoption, in 
the near future, of some complete system 
for the successful removal of all sewage 
m atter anil drainage from the city limits, 
all light that may be thrown upon the 
question by the experience of sanity en­ 
gineers and health authorities of other 
cities and countries, may properly be ex­ 
am ined. 
W hile we have already cited 
numerous eminent authorities w hich hold 
to the theory that the water of rivers, into 
w hich sewage runs, soon purifies itself, and 
that the sewage docs not render such river 
water unwholesome for domestic use, the 
reverse of this is also held ; and, in order to 
give the readers of he Recokd-Union the 
benefit of both sides of the question, we give

THE EFFECTS OF POLLUTION BY SEW ABE 
O f wells, springs, rivers, and all ponds used for 
dom estic purposes, are so generally recognized 
th a t 110 atlenjpt is made to collate the m any, 
m any calam ities which have befallen cities, 
town’s, villages, and fam ilies through ignorance 
o r indifference as to w hat disposition is m ade 
of the refuse m atter of dwellings, and we m ust 
also acknow ledge that a com prehensive system 
o f disposing ot sewage m ust be inaugurated in 
the near future, boti» in towns an d by every in ­ 
dividual ham let. The present m ethods of g ath ­ 
ering in cesspools or subterranean channels, 
which discharge in a m anner to jeopardize 
health and com fort of ourselves and neighbors, 
must be abandoned for .1 system w hich shall dis­ 
pose of and purify the sewage in a practical 
m anner, or we m ust give up some of our large 
rivers for sewerage systems, or construct at 
enorm ous expense m etropolitan systems, both 
of which have proved unsatisfactory or failures 
in Europe. 
London's m etropolitan system , w hich dis­ 
charges in the m aritim e Tham es about twenty 
oil** m iles below the city, of w hich so m uch was 
expected.and cited a-> t.u exam ple, Boston m ight 
im itate, inis proved far from w hat w as an tici­ 
pated. The sewage, instead of going to sea. or 
being diluted to an ex ten t w hich would render 
it innoxious, is deposit *1 by the tides above and

as to cause a great cry o f indignation from the 
in habitants living along the banks o f the river, 
an d num erous petitions to P arliam ent asking 
for relief have been presented. 
Torquay and Brighton draining directly into 
the sea have experienced sim ilar results, and 
th eir system s are pronounced failures.

ing pool of filth.

ROYAL COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 
In 1870 the Royal Commissioners reporting on

Fight thousand water-closets are connected w ith 
the sewers, w hich discharge about 14.000,000 
gallons per day in the river Tam e. An inj mo­ 
tion was obtained to prevent the discharge in 
the river unless th e sewage w as purified. A 
reservoir of deposit was built, an*i a system ot 
upward filtration, b u t com plaint o f the con­ 
tinued pollution o f th e river necessitated its 
abandonm ent. 
T he city then attem pted im ita­ 
tion and agriculture, but this w asaiso enjoined. 
Finally, after m uch delay and litigation, the 
citv bought 120 aeres of land, and on the advice 
o f ’a n engineer constructed a new reservoir of 
deposit, v. here they treat th e sewage w ith lime. 
To 13,434,860 gallons is added thirteen tons of 
lim e each day. T his clarifies th e w ater to a cer­ 
tain extent by causing a deposit of about 300 
ions |a r day, w hich is carted out and buried on 
the land. " 
It has been an easy m atter to separate m a­ 
terial in suspension from .¡rain w ater by filtra­ 
tion, but as this represents only about one-sev­ 
enteenth part of th e value o f sewage for fértil iz- 
ir,-' purposes, th e process, though sim ple, has 
never proved rem unerative, and chem ists have 
been em ployed to suggest agents which would 
precipitate the soluble m atter, w hich represents 
six-sevenths o f th e value, 
l.im e has been em ­ 
ployed at T ottenham , B lackburn and Leicester, 
but the itovul Commissioners report of each a 
failure, inasm uch as th e d rain w ater being thus 
treated contains a large am ount o f putrescible 
m atter. 
•TltBATUr.NT BY LIME, ETC. 
At N ortham pton, England, the treatm ent of 
sewage is as f. dlow s: To 250,030 gallons or sew­ 
age is added aliout 100 quarts o f lim o an d six 
quarts of chloride of iron, w hich is thoroughly 
m ixed, and afterw ards passed by upw ard filtra­ 
tion through a layer of calcinated iron eight 
inches thick. 
T he w ater comes out w ithout 
c o lo r o r odor, and is then allowed to flow into 
the river. 
At first there was no com plaint, not­ 
w ithstanding the presence of a large am ount of 
nutivsoible m atter, b u t later the river becam e 
intensive, and th e Court has enjoined th e dis­ 
charge there. 
The A Ii C m ethod of sillar is as follows :

m ixture, consisting of OtrJ parts of alum , tw en­ 
ty-five parts o f burned clay, one p in t of blood, 
ten parts o f sail.

PRECIPITATION BY CHEMICAL MEANS 
Ts practiced a t < Coventry, England. 
Population 
40 000. 
Five thousand water-closets are con­ 
nected w ith th e sew ers, w hich discharged 2,289,­ 
000 gallons o f sewage in th e river Sherburne. 
Com plaint and litigation was the result. A 
reservoir of deposit was constructed, nfter which 
the sewage was allowed to filter across a gravel 
bed three feel Uii'*k. 
This proved unsatis­ 
factory, as onlv .-olid m atter was taken out, and 
the Court again interfered w ith an injunction. 
A contract was then m ade w ith a fertilizer com ­ 
pany, w hich agreed to esperate the sewage for 
fourteen years at r :,7 e) per year, the com pany 
engaging to erect buildings and m achinery, and 
furnish th e necessary tools. 
An extractor first 
separates the solid m atter. The liquid is then 
run into caldrons under the first group o f build­ 
ings. 
Agitators m ix im pure sulphate o f alum ­ 
ine with it at a boiling tem perature. 11 is then 
run into a second set o f vessels, w here m ilk ol 
lime is added and thoroughly m ixed, then dis­ 
charged alternately into four reservoirs in open 
air, which are cleaned every fourth d iy. 
The 
liquid thus treated com es out sufficiently pure, 
and is allow ed to filter over about four acres, 
and finally find its w ay into th e river. 
T hirty 
tons of detritus is taken each day from the 
reservoirs, piled todry, and subsequently treated 
bv artificial b eat 
The. works are not in oper­ 
ation at night, except the discharge of sewage 
on the filter beds. Twenty-two tons o f coal, one 
ton or sulphuric acid, nine tons of sulphate o f 
alum ine, and four tons o f lim e, are used each 
week. The com pany’s net loss is about S7,500 
each year. 
After long and eo-tly experim ents the greatest 
chem ists have declared th at in practice the 
onlv m anner to epurate sew age is to send it on 
the’land, w hich elim inates th e polluting e le ­ 
m ents and fertilizing m atter for the good ol 
vegetation and the soil. l)r. Angus Sm ith sa y s: 
" In all cases th e best results are obtained by 
irrigation." 
And Dr. C arpenter certifies, in a 
notice read a t the International Congress in 
1881, " th e only w ay am m onia could be elim i­ 
nated from sewage is by irrigation.” 
A Commission appointed by P arliam ent, com- 
jxised of WessrR. Dennison, Kranklanil and Mor­ 
ton, reported: “ The actual resources o f chem ­ 
istry do not perm it th e hope th a t the polluting 
m atter dissolved in sewage can be precipitated 
a n d sent aw ay by an appliance of chem ical re­ 
action, and liniess new chem ical laws are dis 
covered it is useless to attem pt th e em ploym ent 
of chem ical agents. 
E puiation m ust he con­ 
fided to Dam e N ature." 
" M illions o f dollars have been expended in 
France in chem ical experim ents on sewage, all 
of which have been condem ned.”

EPURATION OF SEW AGE 
' 
Is attem pted by w hat is known as Colonel War- 
ing's m ethod. 
Five acres o f land arc here em ­ 
ployed i¡i the w ater shed o f Lake Cochituate 
about two m iles from the lake, w ith which it js 
connected by a brook, one of th e tributaries of 
Boston’s w ater supply. The sewage is distrib­ 
uted over the laud b’y tile w ith broken joints 
laid fourteen inches below th e surface, live feet 
apart. The d ilu en t drainage is provided for by 
cios- sections of tile laid five feet under ground, 
w hich,nfter collecting the w ater, discharge in 
the brook. This system is said by the prison 
authorities to work satisfactorily. 
“ The w ater 
com ing from the ground is as clear its spring 
v. ntcr, and was selected bv an expert as such on 
inspection." 
T his only indicates clarification, 
and v.e regret th a t analyses m ade were not pub­ 
lished, as no one seems to know w here they are 
at the present tim e. 
T here can be no doubt 
but th e grass, w hich is the vegetation on the 
land, lakes nourishm ent from the sewage, for 
the lines o f drain arc cleariy m arked by a bet­ 
ter growth directly over them w hich does not 
ex ten d to th e intervals betw een. 
One o f th e 
defects of this system has already been experi­ 
enced 
Insoluble m atter lias tilled the inter­ 
stices betw een th e tile, and prevented fluids 
from passing through, necessitating th eir being 
taken up and rclaid. 
At a depth of fourteen 
inrhes the influence of vegetation and tlie in ­ 
fusoria m ust be lost on m uch o f th e sewage, 
which was probably disclosed by th e analyses, 
ren lering it desirable they should be pigeon­ 
holed. Sinct w riting th e preceding, a visit to 
th e prison m ore th an confirms the anticipated 
objection to the system, and tbe following 
anaiv»es, obtained in the office o f th e Htate 
Hoard of H ealth, arc proof beyond dispute th at 
the system am ounts to nothing by way of puri­ 
fying th e sew age ; and th a t th e lake is p racti­ 
ca 11v a um niniuth cosspopl, th e contents w hich 
the citizen- o f Boston m ust d rin k : 
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The exclusion of nir from the sewage of this 
svslein keeps it fresh, tie- nitrogen is in an o r­ 
ganic state, and consequently o f no use to vege­ 
tation 
A fertilizer should bet tome am m oniaeal 
by decom position l>cforc it is capable of assim i­ 
lation by plants. Analyses of sewage in Europe 
reveal th at there is no loss of fertilizing m a­ 
terial in a do sed conduit having a run o f seven 
and one halt miles. 
And exam inations o f the 
soil o f sewage farm s show th a t in all instances 
the sand one foot be*low tlie surface is as pure 
and w hite as th a t w here irrigation is not prac­ 
ticed. 
In the Mystic valley the sewage of tanneries 
has for several years been pum ped by the city 
of Boston into sm all reservoirs of deposit ob­ 
viously too sm all to elim inate even th e m atter 
in suspension. From the tank there is an over- 
how Into a shallow ditch several hundred feet 
long, in w hich arc set several brash dam s, after 
w hich it dis* barges into Mystic lower basin. 
The result o f this treatm ent is to start putre­ 
faction In w arm th and free exposure to air, and 
thus produce u stench w hich people living in 
the vicinity claim has greatly reduced the value 
o f real estate. 
It does not m erit extended 
description, as the efforts thus far m ade m erely 
am ount to a flirtation w ith the subject. 
A few o f th e fanners living along the Black- 
stonc river arc beginning to appreciate the 
valuable fertilizing m oterial conveyed by the 
current from W orcester, Mass. 
One farm er 
slat* s tim t his meadow* lands w hich were prac­ 
tically abandoned, it not paving to harvest 
the grass, now produce crops which nd«l several 
hundred dollars a year to the value of his farm. 
Others are placing obstructions in the river with 
the object of tu rning the w ater on the land. 
PROGRESS MADE. 
During th e past ten years sanitarians and e n ­ 
gineer* h a re m ade great progress tow ards a solu­ 
tion of lliis question, and it is fair to presum e, 
from the great increase in the num ber o f cities 
and tow ns th a t have: adopted irrigation and Hg 
ricuUtm* as the m eans of purifying sewage, that 
this m ethod has proved the most satisfactory. 
Berlin has two large farm s devoted to this ob­ 
ject, one o f 2,035 acres and another of 1,818 
acre*. 
A great m any chem ical experim ents 
w ere tried before th e adoption of th e present 
system. They proved very expensive, and none 
purified the w ater, although m any clarified it. 
F inally, afterexperim entingin irrigation and ag­ 
riculture for eighteen m onths on a little field of 
about three hectares (less than seven an*l one- 
halt arres), such favorable results were real­ 
ized th a t t Ii if* system was adopted for the city — 
the em inent Virchow w orking heartily in its 
favor. 
At th e present tim e 1,067 acres suffice to 
purifv 15,060.000 gallon? per day, the drainage of 
four-fifths of tb e city, containing a population of 
over C00,000. There is some odor at the large 
sewer, but in th e fields there is no sm ell, and the 
sanitary condition is all that could l*e de 
sired. Then* never has been any com plaint 
from the num erous adjoining habitations, and 
the effluent drain w ater of the farm s is pure and 
clear, it being impossible to recognize by m i­ 
croscopy o r chem istry any influences of tbe 
sewage. 
Vegetables and fruit trees grow lu x ­ 
uriantly on the land, and th eir roots m ake a 
iH*rfect filter. 
T hirteen and one-quarter tons o f 
hay has been cut per hectare (a little less than 
two and one h a lf acres). 


FURTHER INSTANCES. 
Dantzic, situated about three m iles from the 
Baltic, on account of pollution o f its harbor at 
the m outh of th'* Vistula, construe ted a sewer to 
discharge on a sandy island having little or no 


a. vruvuuu, Util t.DVU, 
: the reports in detail show an equally won- 
■ful proekictiou from the laud treatcel in thu> 


soil, w here th e occasional tn ftao f stntaa wore ftts- 
qnently ro rarcd w ith itn d carried by th e high 
w ind. 
As a rest:it the island is now in a his;h 
state o f cultiratiou. 
In some tracts th e land 
rents to peasants at from 820 to 530 per acre The 
fro tts of » inter do not interfere w ith the success­ 
ful operation, as the w ater d e liv e r^ by th e 
sewer m elts the snow and ice, so th a t it finds its 
way into the ground quite as w ell as in sum m er, 
and w ithout injury to the slum bering vegeta­ 
tion. Odessa, Breslau and Florence also have 
sewage farm s. M. A. I>urand-Claye, from whose 
reports this inform ation is derived, says th a t 
“ in Germ any it is adm itted w ithout cut*!Ion 
th a t m unicipal healtlifulnesH depends upon 
three p rin cip les: First, the total discharge of 
water-closets in sow ers: second, the distribution 
of an abundant supply o f w ater In dw ellings, 
and frequent flushing of d ra in s ; third, tlie puri­ 
fication o f sewage by soil and vegetation.” 
In England there arc two hundred cities and 
towns disposing of sewage by irrigation and 
agriculture. On the farm s at Kdm burgh arc lo­ 
cated beautiful nurseries for th e children of the 
city. 
At Loehend a fann taking sewage from 
th e city h as produced $200 w orth ot hay per 
acre. T he M etropolitan Sewer Com pany of Lon­ 
don rents land at $100 per acre for grazing. Six­ 
teen acres at Kugby furnish feed tor fifty-four 
head of cattle, and at Aldershot. Branbury, Bed­ 
ford. Croydon, Norwood, W arw ick and W orth­ 
ing 
.

LEAMINGTON, WJTH 26,000 INIIABITANTS, 
Spent $10,000 in chem ical experim ents, after 
which the A B C Company, in 18(59, attem pted to 
purify the sewage, but pave it up in 1671. It was 
then allow ed to flow into th e River Learn. 
A 
law suit followed, costing the city $21.000, in 
w hich it w as defeated, and com pelled at an cx- 
¡■eusc of $*20,000 m ore to purify th e river. 
Lord 
W arwick then consented to receive th e sewage 
on his estate, the city contracting to deliver it at 
th e highest point of the fann for a period of 
thirty-tw o vears. for w hich Lord W arwick en­ 
gages to pav $2.230 annually. 
T he sewage 
am ounts to a litile over 1,000,000 gallons per day, 
and is distributed over th e laud, w hich has not 
heen leveled, bvw lint is known as th e ••donkey- 
back” Kv.-tcm—elevated open drains, on tlie 
bides of w hich is th e vegetation, 
it lias trans­ 
formed the i>o<>ro*t parts of th e farm into soil 
of m uch fertilitv. and financially has proved a 
great success. From eight to nine cuts of Italian 
rye grass, two feet high, arc m ade each year. 
Celerv, straw berries and currants grow rem ark­ 
ably well. The beef, m ilk and butter arc in 
great dem and, mid bring the highest prices, 
'¡’he laborers are in th e best of health, and Ix>rd 
Warwick* has received num erous prizes an d sil­ 
ver cups for one of tlie best kept farm s in the 
kingdom . 
A m ore detailed account m ay be 
found in B abut du M aris’ work. 
The sewage fann at Croydon is surrounded by 
beautiful villas, it being a fashionable resort. 
T he land w hich tw enty years ago sold forfhOO 
p er acre is now w orth from $2.000 to So,000. 
There has been but one com plaint o f th e farm 
during the last tw elve years, and this resulted 
from excessive irrigation during alo n g period of 
storm v w eather, w hen the hay could not tie 
d ried 'o n the ¡and. 
A public footpath crosses 
the sewage farm at Abingdon. There has been 
no com plaint from laid odor. B abut du M ans 
says : “ It lias been claim ed th a t prolonged irri­ 
gation will produce disease by th e presence of 
bacteria in the sewage, 
¡experience is to tlie 
contrary. The farm s at E dinburgh have re­ 
ceived sewage for more than tw o centuries, th at 
at Buiitzlau for two and a h a lf centuries, and 
for m ore th an ten centuries this has been in 
practico in China. V egetation has never ceasod 
to lie vigorous and healthy, and th e inhabitants 
have never been known to suffer in consequence 
of irrigation.” 
PRACTICED in c h in a . 
1 am inform ed by a gentlem an w ho has re ­ 
sided seven or eiglit years in China that in all 
th e large cities the detritus is carried into the 
suburbs bv han d buckets and deposited on the 
land for the benefit o f vegetation, and in m any 
instances th e sam e pails serve to bring back 
d rinking w ater, w ith no ill effect except in a 
few* northern cities, w here th e sewage is put on 
the leaves of vegetation ; there th e tapew orm is 
very* com m on. 
Dr. W illiams, in his work en ­ 
titled “ T he M iddle Kingdom ,” does not inclnde 
tvplius, typhoid, scarlet fever, or d ip h th eria in a 
list of the prevalent diseases of China. 
It* is difiicult to m ake com parisons or draw 
conclusions w hen considering this question 
financially, for th e param ount objects to be a t­ 
tained viiry in different com m unities 
One 
town tnav seek only to get rid of the sewage, 
another its m ost profitable em ploym ent on the 
land, another relief from the waier-eouise or 
preservation o f its navigability : grotesque and 
unprofitable, experim ents and local conditions 
all contributing to m ake balance shex-ts of great 
diversity in show ing cither profit or loss. Many 
exam ples of each aro available, and should, of 
course, be carefully studied. 


T U E CITY OF PARIS, 
For m any years harassed by constant com plaint 
and litigation, as a result o f discharging sewage 
in the Seine, some years since established sewage 
farm s on th e plains ot (iennevilliers, the history 
of w hich is told in a report to the Municipal 
Council by tbe sixth Commission appointed to 
treat with' the State for th e concession of such 
public lands a t Achcres as arc necessary for the 
cpuration of the sewage by irrigation and agri­ 
culture. 
Before th e execution o f the m easures con­ 
ceived by M. Belgrand ibr the general heaitbful- 
n csso f Paris, the rain w ater and tlie w ashings 
of th e streets flowed into tile Seine, eith er d i­ 
rectly or by a great num ber of drains em ptying 
on the quays ol each bank th e whole length of 
I’aris, This m ode o f drainage resulted in the 
im m ediate and pronounced pollution of the 
river, w hich reached tlie m axim um at the point 
w here it leaves the city. T he w ork of Kelgrand 
had lor its resuit th e concentration of four-fifths 
of th e drain w ater into a large sew er opening 
into the river at Clichy, w hile the rem ainder 
was discharged at St. Denis. At the sam e tim e 
th e w ater for domestic: supply was largely in ­ 
creased. 
In L*of. :ii,000,not) gallons per day were 
furnished for this purpose *. in 1S82, 92,000,000 
gallons w ere required each day, or 34,020,000,000 
gallons per year. T his w ith the rain w ater 
which fails on the city, estim ated at from 
9.076.000.000 to 11.340,000,000 gallons, m akes a 
total of 41,100,000,000 to -ir.300,000,000 gallons, 
w hich, were it not for evaporation and other 
los-, should lie carried by the sewers. This loss 
am ounts to som ething like 18,909,000.000 gallons 
per year, as indicated by gauges in tin- tw o 
sewers, w hich register 20.208,000,000 gallons— 
about 12 p er cent, disappearing by evaporation. 
A t low w ater of th e Seine it is equal to one part 
of d rain w ater to tw enty of river water, and at 
high w ater to one- part in 330. As a result of 
currents and obstacles in the river m ixing did 
not take place, and th e right liauk—the most 
densely peopled—received on a very long m ar­ 
gin tin* totality o f th e drain w ater, depositing 
all th e way organic m atter brought in suspen­ 
sion. 
Protestations from people living along 
tlie right b ank of th e river followed very closely 
tlie opening of tho tw o great sew ers; and tlie 
State (¡overnincnt required ihe city t»f Paris to 
seriously consider m ethods of purifying tlie 
sewage before discharging it into tlie river The 
savants, engineers, chem ists, traders and agri­ 
culturists discussed th e subject in all its phases, 
and to th e latter we are indebted for a practical 
solution of th e problem . 
FiUrage was naturally tlie fir-t system to be 
tried, 
ft w as soon found tliat, bo-ides the uc- 
tual difficulties of filtration on so large a scale, 
this mode of treatm ent had th e capital vice of 
leaving in th e w ater soluble organic m atter 
capable o f ferm en tatio n ; and later, chem ical 
agents w ere resorted to w ith tlie object o f pre­ 
cipitating th e soluble m atter, but ouiv incom ­ 
plete results w ere obtained, w hich w ere slow, 
costly, and inapplicable on so large a scale. 
ElgJKATiON AND AGRICULTURE. 
We now com e to th e experim ent w hich, niter 
fifteen years of study and persevering effort, lias 
given a result most com plete and satisfactory, 
f-ipuration and utilization by agriculture, and 
filtration, by spreading the sewage on perm eable 
land, have accom plished th iscn d . it is based on 
sim ple principles, of w hich tlie dem onstration 
is now m ade. All argiio silicious and perm eable 
soils, sufficiently thick and well drained, have 
the property o f retaining in th eir superior 
¡avers all the organic m atter in s iqionsiori and 
solution contained in drain w ater spread on tlie 
surface of the land. Such soil can receive, 
w ithout being m ade dam p or m arshy, out* incli 
of w ater per day, or tw enty-six feet per year, it 
transform s th e retained organic m atter, render­ 
ing it capable of assim ilation by plants. 
A very 
ingenious experim ent just m ade shows this 
valuable property in the vegetable m ould. 
A 
hollow colum n, tivo m eters in hight. was filled 
w ith eartli in a m anner to reproduce exactly 
the soil as found at (iennevilliers. T hrough this 
w as passed sewage in a relative quantity to that 
em ployed in irrigation and at equal intervals 
w ith its use on the land. Kpuration took place 
as com pletely as in the natural earth. C hloro­ 
form was th en passed through the colum n, 
which at once arrested cpuration, and the sew­ 
age traversed tile colum n w ithout being puri­ 
fied 
l’aralyzation o f the infusoria stopped 
oxidation of the organic m atter. This experi­ 
m ent lias been dem onstrated by M Srhlocssing, 
and is described in the report to the Council of 
Hygiene. 
If th e surface irrigated is under cu l­ 
tivation the fertilizing m atter is im m ediately 
utilized ; if lift, it accum ulates w ithout loss and 
transform s th e poorest soil into land of extrem e 
fertility. 
A very large proportion of the w ater used in 
irrigation is evaporated eith er directly or by the 
plants in vegetation. The residuary w ater coin­ 
ing from the subsoil drains is of a rem arkable 
purity, and docs not suggest, eith er by aspect or 
com position, the sewage from w hich it proceeds. 
Irrigation is the most econom ical and efficacious 
m eans of conveying directly to the plants the 
fertilizing m atter of sewage. 


TRUSTING IN THESE PRINCIPLES, 
And fortified by tlie w orks o f Messrs. De Krey- 
cinet, Sehloessing, Marie-Davy and Krankiand, 
the engineers of th o m unicipal service have, 
since 1sf»7, pursued studies and m ade experi­ 
m ents for w hich, notably since 1872. tlie Council 
has furnished a large* am ount of money. These 
efforts have had as a result the great and actual 
dem onstration ut (iennevilliers. w hich evidence 
im presses favorably a ll unprejudiced persona 
who take the trouble to visit the lands. 
After some experimental cultivation at Clichy 
in 1S07 and l*s>s the irrigation of the plains of 
G ennevilliers w as begun in 1869 by Messrs. 
Miile and Durand-Claye. In Into and 1872 the 
territory com prised but n few hectares. 
It has 
Increased earn year, until now over ÓO0 hectares 
are thus em ployed (about 1.200 acres, w hich re­ 
ceive nearly one-fourtii tlie sewage of th e city), 
in th e beginning the w ater distributed was lim ­ 
ited to a few thousand cubic m eter-, in 1S72 
414.000.000 gallons were used. In 1.8811.685,000.000 
gallons were disi harged on the land. 
I'll May of 
til is vear <1SM' 684.300,000 gallons—22.030,000 gal­ 
lons "per day. or 4-4,100 gallons per hectare per 
day- these plains absorbed. In 1882. at the tim e 
of "the report, the distribution reached ::J,020,000 
gallons per day. or 79,300 gallons per hectare, 
w hich represents a sheet of w ater spread over 
the surface equal to a little over one inch per 
day. 
The progress, the slowness o f w hich astonishes 
us now. l.fts not been obtained w ithout difficulty. 
At the origin the engineers, reiyiug too m uch on 
th j very great perm eability o f th e land, had n o t' 
thought it necessary to establish sub9oil d ra in ­ 


age. Tb* natural drainage, in consequence of 
an abundant irrigation, w as found insufficient. 
T he level o f th e subsoil w ater rose. 
A few cel­ 
lars w ere flooded at G ennevilliers, and gravel 
quarries were inundated. This was sufficiant 
rxouse for a claim for excessive dam ages agaln-d 
so rich a victim as the city of Taris. To increase 
the indem nity and to com pel a oompromise all 
posMbie argum ents were employer!. 
Doctor 
was opposed to doctor, and hygieuist to stat 
cian, w hen it was only a question of a few thou­ 
sand francs dam age to the claim ants. These de­ 
m ands were opposed by the engineers, w ho m 
turn w ere very* decidedly sustained and supplied 
w ith m oney by the M unicipal Council, th e 
necessary work to insure th e drainage of the 
plains and to remove all pretext lor dam ages 
w as done, and to-day the com plaint is rath er or 
tlie low ering o f the subsoil water. N ew rthclex.-. 
irrigation a t G ennevilliers created a prosperity 
un til then unknow n, and a tim e arrived when 
th e com m unity, frightened by the t* ssi e* re­ 
sult of its dem ands and outcries— w elch th re a t­ 
ened to be the suppression o f irrigation—asked 
for a oontract, th e principal article qi which 
wa= that the city should engage to continue irri­ 
gation on tlie plains of G ennevilliers tor tw elve 
years. 
THE EFFICACY OF THE SYSTEM 
Of cpuration is m anifest, and presents a brilliant 
proof. The effluent drain v. ater lias h-wor m icro 
organism s th an th e w ater of the Seine w hen ,t 
enters Taris. 
It has the p irily of spring w ater 
coining from the earth. To dem onstrate tlie 
utility of th e system, as applied to agriculture, 
has been slow and difficult, and not less labor­ 
ious than to test tlie efficacy of the epuration. 
The slow ness o f experim ents in agriculture 
m ay be understood w hen we rem em ber that to 
reach an end » c m ust go through all the phases 
of vegetation, from the sowing of th e seed to tire 
harvest. D n dcrour elim ato iv is a cam paign ot 
a year, 
if we neglect a detail, if we m ake a 
m istake at the tim e of sow ingor planting, nt the 
tim e o f plow ing or w atering, th e harvest m ay 
be a failure, and we m ust begin again, 
lo e 
difficulty w as increased by local circum stances 
Amongst the cultivators of land in the suburbs 
of I’aris no one knew tlie practical w orkings ol 
a sewage farm . One of tho persistent workers, 
w ho lias been rew arded by success, said recently 
th at it required more than four years to acquire 
tlie necessary knowledge. To-day the cultivators 
are in com plete possession of th eir art. and in 
the recent horticultural exhibition every one 
adm ired th e rem arkable products, w hich re­ 
ceived honorable distinctions. 
Ill agriculture, successes virion would be 
show n by beautiful sam ples obtained in the 
fields of experim ent would be objects of curios- 
• tv 
it is necessary to secure econom ical re­ 
sults, and these gó far beyond the utm ost ex­ 
pectations. 
For the landlord of tlie soil tlie rout 
value of the hectare has increased fivefold, 
from 9) to -150 francs. For tlie farm er or cul­ 
tivator tlie prosperity lias not been le-s. The 
net value o f vegetable products rose from little 
or nothing to 4,000 francs per hectare. 


IN A SANITARY POINT OF VIEW 
Tlie resuits have not been leas satisfactory, and 
here again it is necessary to observe the facts on 
the ground. One sees a num erous population, 
robust and healthy in proportion to its prosper­ 
ity. Its vigor assures a licaithy nutrition equiva­ 
lent to its works, which is th e in-st hygiene. 
As to tin- effects of irrigation, tlie sam e occurs 
a t G ennevilliers which alw ays takes 
place 
w here irrigation is practiced : from the m om ent 
it is m ade frequent, w ithout stagnation, am i at 
regular intervals, a condition w hich is far more 
favorable for the developm ent o f paludal in­ 
fluences. The determ ining causes arc elim in­ 
ated : a constant activity is m aintained in the 
vegetable life, w hich absorbs in its circulation 
nil its own residues and all tlie organic elem ents 
placed w ithin reach. H ighly to th e honor of 
tn e city of Paris 1k> it said that, by the persever­ 
ance o f its representative*, by th e science and 
devotion of its engineers, tlie problem«of cpnra- 
tion of tlie residues o f cities an d of th eir utiliza­ 
tion by agriculture is absolutely and definitely 
solved. 
We have no longer the experim ent of 
G ennevilliers; we have a system perm anent 
and regular for the future. Tlie population of 
G ennevilliers lias increased by fanners com ing 
to occnpy the lands 34 iier cent, ill ten years. 
We have in th e soil a chem ical laboratory, a 
perfect filter, oxidation, vegetation, th e in- 
fluencesof anim al life and the infusoria com ­ 
bining to protect the subsoil water, and, so far 
as experience goes or chem ical analyses can 
dem onstrate, these processes of nature are 
am ply sufficient. 
w e do not hesitate to cover w ith fertilizing 
m aterial fields in which are* located springs and 
wells. We are only solicitous ie-t the surface 
w ater should convey th e m aterial to them , and 
we raise an em bankm ent above the level o f the 
surrounding lau d .and otherw ise leave to nature 
th e protection of our drinking w ater, with full 
confidence in rt> roas m a trix nalurie, and if her 
processes are not com plete and perfect th whole 
w orld is gradually becom ing saturated w ith filth. 
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E x -M in is te r 
S a rg e n t I n te rv ie w e d 1 poll 
th e S u b je c t. 
W hile (hatting with ex-M inister Sargent 
recently, 1 asked hint about the American 
girls who are studying tlie classics an ¡ sci­ 
ences abroad. 
People who write letters 
from Europe tell us ail about Americans 
who tire conspicuous in society, in music, 
in art, in opera and the dram a, but hear 
very little ol' those who are studying the 
solid branches of th e world’s knowledge. 
The cable letters keep us posted about l.otta 
and M innie Palm er and Lillian Russell, 
w hat they do, and what is thought of them , 
and if there is a scandal we an* sure to get 
all the interesting details, but of the Amer­ 
ican girls who are studying chemistry, 
medicine and political economy, never a 
word is said. 
“ There' are twenty A merican girls.” said 
Mr. Sargent, ‘*at the University of Zurich, 
Switzerland, studying the higher hram lns 
of science and fitting themselves for career. 
I have two daughters there, Miss Klla, who 
is taking a classical course, and Miss Lizzie, 
who is studying the eye and the car under 
the m ost fam ous specialist in the world 
Lizzie, you know, took a degree in medi­ 
cine in this country and was lic e n s e d to 
practice here, but she wanted to learn all 
th a t an oculist could know, and h as been 
with the Zurich University for sonic dine. ’ 
” Is co-education encouraged in Ku- 
rope?” 
“ Not at all. 
On the contrary, the doors 
of every university in Kurope, except that 
of Zurich, are slam m ed in the face of 
women. 
The French adm it women to 
their medical colleges, hut not to their un i­ 
versities.'' 
“ How docs Zurich stand?" 
‘‘ It is abreast of Heidelberg. Cambridge 
or any on the continent, and women are 
adm itted there upon equal terms in every 
respect. 
They ask no favors and no pro­ 
tection ; they have the same instruction and 
arc subject to tlie same rules. ¡Sex is not 
recognized in any way. In Germany women 
are prohibited from entering the universi­ 
ties ; in fact, they are not recognized as the 
equals of ntcn. There is tio am bition among 
European w om en; they seek no higher de­ 
gree of m ental acquirement, and only as­ 
pire to social distinctions. 
There is a tone 
in society against the advancem ent of wom­ 
en, against the higher education, except 
among the Swiss, and in some cases among 
the Russians. There are several Russian 
girls at Zurich studying medicine, for there 
i s a splondid career open to them among 
the M ohammedans along theborder, where 
a religious prejudice exists against male 
physicians, who arc not allowed to attend 
women patients. 
These Mohammedans 
would rather see a M ohammedan woman 
die than call in a male physician to attend 
her, and the few women physicians who 
have gone there to practice have achieved 
rem arkable success, such as to encourage 
m any others to enter upon sim ilar ca­ 
reers.” 
■ 
“ Docs the Russian Government encour­ 
age this ?” 
“ Only partially. 
The Government o b ­ 
je c ts to its subjects seeking educational fa­ 
cilities outside the realm for fear they m ay 
become inoculated w ith N ihilism .” 
“ Did your daughters try to enter the 
German University?” 
“ Yes, for reasons that are natural we 
m uch preferred to have our daughters edu­ 
cated at Berlin, where we wet;e living, and 
Miss Sargent applied for admission to the 
university, but her application was politely 
bu t absolutely refused. She then w ent to 
Zurich, where she was adm itted upon equal 
term s w ith the m ale students. 
A few 
m onths after I received an intim ation that 
if she would renew her application to the 
Berlin University it would be favorably re­ 
ceived, but we took no notice of it. 
Subse­ 
quently I learned there had been a fight in 
the faculty over the m atter, and that a m a­ 
jority had decided to vote in favor of her 
reception. 
It was a test case, and being 
well satisfied with the advantages offered 
at Zurich, Miss Sargent did not care to have 
the notoriety which m ust necessarily attend 
her adm ission.”

Briefly stated, the 
circumstances arc as follows: On Sunday 
last O'Neill borrowed a horse from W ood­ 
ard to go to W ebber lake, some three miles 
distant from their encam pm ent,

badly abused, whereupon 
Mr. W oodard to< k the m an to task, and 
sa id . 
" You ought to be 
asham ed 
of 
yourself to abuse an anim al

m anner." O’Neill 
retorted w ith words 
not polite, but emphatic*, and went about 
Ins work. Thus m atters passed until yes­ 
terday, when O'Neill announced his inten­ 
tion of sum m arily quitting, and bringing 
his m ilking pail into the m ilk-rooni, set it 
down, and started for his sleeping place, 
it was supposed, to get his clothes, 
lie re­ 
turned in a few moments, ju st as Jack 
W oodard was crossing the little bridge that 
connects the living house w ith th e dairy, 
and 
draw ing

revolver, w hich

had purloined from 
the trunk

I'll shoot you

The Anión-r/ Tribu ti of W ashington pub­ 
lished in a recent issue an interview with 
Burgeon-General John B. H am ilton of tip* 
Marini* Hospital Service, concerning lb** 
cholera. 
lie thinks the probability of the 
im portation of the disease depends largely 
upon the efficiency of the quarantine. The 
precautions*, lie said, may t> * sum m ed as 
m unicipal cleanliness, isiilaiion. ho-pu i- 
and International quarantine-. Tin* s'.uc.s 
of « tics should he thoroughly -\v* p! and 
cleaned, sewers should he flushed and th - 
inhabitants should either use niters or boil 
their w ater in order to guard against im pu­ 
rities. For the tim e being, the whole porlce 
force should become practical sanitary* in ­ 
spectors. The third im portant requisite is 
the establishm ent of an isolated hospital. 
Such a hospital, as doubtless people have 
forgotten, was established at Boston during 
the epidemic of 18-iff, and all cases discov­ 
ered by the police and sanitary inspectors 
were taken there for treatm ent A sa n-sufi, 
the progress of the disease was m aterially 
checked. 
For the purpose of a hospital, a 
tem porary wooden building, with a furnace 
for the destruction of infected bedding, and 
the evacuations of the patients, would an­ 
swer. 
The first sym ptom s of th * disease, 
he continued, is cramps*, followed by vom­ 
iting and diarrhea—an aggravated < bolera 
morbus, in fact. 
As the disease progresses 
the watery portion of the blood is carried 
off w ith th e evacuations, and thus the pa­ 
tient finally dies from exhaustion and col­ 
lapse. This is characteristic of the third 
stage of the disease, in which will be seen 
the shrunken, pinche 1 fan ¡and the staring, 
glass eye. 
At this time. too. there is great 
thirst, on ing to loss of watt r from the sys­ 
tem. 
There i- great variability in the d u ­ 
ration of the disease—some patient- have 
been know n to die in a couple of hours, 
w hile others survive forty-eight hours or 
more. T he first thing that a m an should 
do if seized with cramps, is to call a physi­ 
cian. 
There are hut two methods of treat­ 
ment. which differ widely in their charac­ 
ter. The first on the theory that the dis­ 
ease is a poison introduced into the sy — 
tem, and which should be immediately 
gotten rid of, and that sym ptom s observed 
are merely nature’s evidence.- of the fia t. 
This method is the so-called Tyler treat­ 
ment. wiiich originated in M auritius some­ 
where about 1855. 
It consists sim ply in 
the use of powerful emetics and purgatives 
prom ptly adm inistered before collapse can 
take place. The second method, and that 
comm only in use. consists in adm inister­ 
ing opiates and stim ulants for tlie purpose 
of arresting cramps and dim inishing the 
secretions, and stim ulants in order to sup­ 
port the system. 
The popular m ixtures 
sold by druggists as cholera remedies are 
compounded on this basis. 
In addition to 
these remedies, under hoth methods, re­ 
sort is generally had to application of heat 
to the extrem ities of the body. The most 
efficient means of fighting the cholera, 
should it once become epidemic in this 
eountrv, is the destruction of evacuations 
from patients, especially those which would 
lind their way into the common -ewer and 
thereby discharged into -nine river, con­ 
tam inating Ihe w ater from which the citi­ 
zens on the stream further down derive 
their supply, and thus comm unicate the 
disease. 
The germs of cholera are readily 
carried by w ater from place to place, as 
well as by clothing, cargoes, nigs. eie. 
In 
m y opinion the most im portant thing to 
do, should the disease m ake its appearance 
in this country, is to insure the destruction, 
by combustion, of the evacuations from 
cholera patients.

A V a lu a b le Discovery. 
The silver dies of the grout seal of flu* 
colonial ami proprietary governm ent of 
M aryland, known as the third or Feudal: 
seal, which has been lost for nearly a hun­ 
dred years, was lately found , n the Treasu­ 
rer's office at Annapolis. 
For this tim e it 
lias been impossible m obtain any trace of 
this seal. 
The last date of its use, so far 
discovered, war. 17!*". 
In the interval of 
ninety years it has done 110 work, and until 
a few weeks ago. w hen the silver dies of 
the seal were discovered am ong some old 
records in the State Treasurer's office nt 
Annapolis, it also was supposed to have 
been irrecoverably lost. A short tim e situ > 
a request was made of tbe State Treasurer 
to allow the old papers in the treasury 
vault to be overhauled, and thus the silver 
dies of the old seal of 1658 were found. 
They were sent to the Commissioner of the 
Lan'd-office, in whose custody they now 
are. 
They are thus described in a letter 
from A nnapolis: “ T heir faces are sharp, 
plain and beautiful. T heir rout of arm s 
rem ains uninjured by tim e, and though 
their well-worn faces 
may have been 
retouched, yet they are true seals of 1658, 
carrying the same arm orial bearings, the 
pride of its lord and keeper. 
It is the most 
complicated and beautiful seal known in 
ancient or modern times. 
It brings forth 
its achievements of honor from the days of 
St. Maurice and Theban legions, eclipsing 
all the,royal and baronial seals of F.iiglam l; 
for tlie picture of the ancient K ing on his 
throne, the crown and scepter, the drawn 
sword, the lion and unicorn—all fall short, 
indeed, of the classic ensigns of the Barons 
of Baltim ore.”—[Cor. Commercial Curette.
